was shaken from center to circum fer­ 
ence Tuesday evening by a tragedy. 
As a result Mrs, John Dull, a Hun­ 
garian woman, is dying, Thomas Jones, 
a colored man. is dead, both the vic­ 
tims of a drunken negro. Daniel Scott. 
The whole countryside is aroused and 
at ll o'clock Tuesday night Scott had 
barricaded himself in bis home and do­ 
lled arrest. 
Scott and Jones, both negoes. live 
ii a hut together at Connorvllle, a 
villiage one mile above Courtland, In 
Jefferson county. 
Near them live Mr. 
and Mrs. John Dull and family. Scott, 
who had been drinking heavily during 
the day, went to the Dull home and Mr 
Dull being out, demanded food of his 
wife. 
This being refused he pulled a 
revolver from his pocket and aiming at 
the woman fired. The shot entered the 
left eve and penetrated the brain. 
After shooting Mrs. Dull, Scott cool 
Iv walked to his own home and fired 
on his companion, killing him Instant 
ly. 
The news of the tragedy spread 
with great rapidity about the neigh 
boring country, and the sheriff was 
bunted, but could not be found.

Hee of the Peace McCleary took mat 
tors in hand and organized a posse of 
about IOO Hungarians and others. 
The posse surrounded the house in 
which the murderer had barricaded him 


self, and the officers forbade any man 
to enter the house.

Dr. II. Uh? contributes to Engler’i 
Jalirbueli (supplement 30) some inter­ 
esting observations on “ant gardens” 
in the Amazon region, where they 
abound on a large nurhber of goody 
plants. They arc genera 11.f spherical in 
form and about Hie size of a walnut. 
They are formed by several species of 
ant, which appear to collect the seeds 
of many different plants and to sow 
them in these nests, covering up the 
seedlings with humus when they begin 
to germinate. In the structure of these 
“ant epiphytes” the foliage and the 
roots display characters which espe­ 
cially adapt them for the situation iii 
which they grow and promote also the 
protection of tile ants themselves in 
their nest. 
Quite a number of tho 
epiphytes were found as denizens of 
the ant gardens and nowhere else.

They are genera I I^Aipherica I Lu 
form and about the size of a walnut. 
They are formed by several specie* of 
ant, which appear to collect tho seeds 
o f many different plants and to sow 
them in these nests, covering up the 
seedlings with hum us when they begin 
to germinate. In the structure of these 
“an t epiphytes" the foliage and the 
roots display character* which espe­ 
cially adapt them for the situation in 
which they grow and promote also the 
protection of tho ants themselves in 
their nest. 
Quite a num ber of tho 
epiphytes were found as denizens of 
the an t gardens and nowhere else.

stating that her brother was very ill.

At any rate, the fracture caused a rup­ 
ture of an artery, allowing the blood
